destruction to everything within a radius 
of its power, but 
fortunately no damage 


was done. 
It is not known what the box 


contained, but it is generally believed to 
have been filled with nitre glycerine.— 
Boston Journal. 


ALIASTHUS TREES. — The sanitary com 


mittee of Brooklyn, New York, have con-

The 


B»rjk ot .England was compelled to advance 
it* interest from seven to ten per Centura 
within forty-eight hours, and such was the 
terror of the people that the doors of the 
bank were completely besieged, and the 
Government was compelled to suspend the 
Bank Charter and allow tho issue of addi- 
tional notes by the Bank of England to 
reliev-e the immediate necessity. 


•Society was startled, moreover, bj tbe 


attempted assassination of Count Bismarck, 
the Prussian Prime Minister; and Louis 
Napoleon, tbe ordiuar'ly reticent andcauti 
ous politician, has so far committed himself 
az to expfess his detestation of the treaty 
0^1815. This simple announcement, in a 
abort address at Auxerre on the 6th inst., 
was accepted by the Bourse as a declaration 
of war, and the Rentes iell two per cent, 
while -severe panics set ia. 


Austria, Prusaia and Italy are already 


armed, and Russia is reported to be arming, 
while Turkey is raising her force to a war 
footing, and calls out twelve thousand re- 
serves. 
The Italian 
Government has 


received extraordinary powers—the cities 
ara^voting rewards and pensions to soldiers 
—and ID Venice the Austrians have, with 
their usual want of prudence, conducted 
themselves with great rigor and brutality. 


All this looks v«ry much like war; but 


diplomatists, in the meantime, are each 
begging the other to keep quiet, and trying 
to nhift the responsibility. 
It w still asser- 


t«4 in" tbe Paris press that peace is possible 
if .England aad Russia will ouly join France 
in efforts to pravent hostilities; and while 
it is ptetty sure that France can do more 
iowarda'-prevention thsn any other country, 
these announcements indicate a disposition 
to make war, and throw the blame of it 
elsewhere. " We cannot foresee the. conse- 
quences of tuch ~a state of feeling, and, 
therefore, shall not attempt to predict them. 
Whilst peace-remains unbroken, and no 
"actual Wow is jtruck, we shall hope that

AUBUEN, May 22. — Secretary Seward

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. PENSIONS.—A new pension bill has just 
passed the United States Senate. It pro- 
vidce that $25 a month shall be paid to 
persons who have been permanently in- 
jured whilst in,the military or naval service 
of the country, and are incapnotcated for 
labor in consequence) 820 a month to those 
who are not obliged to have continual care 
"and attention ; and S15 a mouth to those 
who have lost a hand, an arm or a leg. The 
bill expressly forbids the trassfer, sale, 
mortgage OT other disposition of pension 
claims to second parties. It also provides 
for tbe payment of a pension to a minor 
child or obildren of a widow entitled to- a 
pension, if she. is deemed unqualified to take 
care nf .bsr children, in consequence oi 
immoral conduct. 
This bill, which i& sup- 


plementary to the other pension laws, is 
yel to be acted oo by the House.
